Within the p ast month his 
outdoor track team wrapped up 
the final portion of the Big 
fe n ’s triple crown by finishing 
first in the finals held at the 
University of Minnesota. E arlier 
this year his team s also cap ­ 
tured the Big Ten title in Cross 
Country and Indoor Track. The 
accom plishm ent 
of 
this 
feat 
m arks only the fourth tim e in 
the history of the conference 
that any school has taken all 
three titles. 
During his three-year tenure, 
Indiana also won the Big Ten 
outdoor track title in 1971 and 
1972 and finished third in 1970. 
while finishing 6th and 20th ¡n 
national competition in 1970 and 
1971. Indoors, the Hoosiers have 
placed second, third, and sixth 
during the Bell reign. 
His 1970 cross country team 
placed third in the Big Ten and 
fourth in the NCAA, while his 
1971 squad enjoyed a perfect 25- 
€ season, a second place Big 
Ten finish and 16th place in the 
national standings. 
Bell, who is 45, cam e to In- 
diana 
after 
coaching 
seven 
years at Oregon State and four 
years at California. During his 
collegiate coaching career, he 
h a s 
developed 
39 
All- 
Americans; 13 at Oregon, 16 at 
California, and 10 at Indiana. 
While at Oregon, Bell’s team s 
posted a 35-15 dual m eet m ark

Admits Unlawful Offer

Similarly, form er New York 
City Policeman Anthony T. Ula- 
sewicz testified he was aware 
bis actions were illegal when he 
acted as interm ediary between 
Caulfield and McCord. But he 
said he assumed m essages he 
passed

McCord, convicted 
W atergate burglar, came from 
the White House. 
Ulasewicz denied that he had 
done anything illegal during the 
three years he was employed 
as a $22,000-a-year secret inves­ 
tigator for form er White House 
adviser John 
D. 
Ehrlichm an. 
He said he did no spying or 
wiretapping. 
News 
accounts 
have painted Ulasewtez as a 
political spy who tried to find 
em barassing information about 
leading Dem ocrats. 


Caulfield toid Senate investi­ 
gators he knew the offer of cle­ 
mency to McCord was an ille­ 
gal 
obstruction 
of 
justice. 
McCord was on trial at the 
tim e for burglary, wiretapping 
and conspiracy in the W ater­ 
gate case. 


“ What I’m saying to you, sir, 
is that my loyalty to the Presi­ 
dent of the United States over­ 
rode 
those 
considerations,” 
Caulfield said.

League in batting during the 
early part of the season—a rare 
feat for a rookie. 
But Lopes’ record of 17 stolen 
bases in his first 17 attempts in 
39 games was even more un­ 
usual. It was one of 'the 'best 
starts ever for a major league 
base stealer. 
Lopes’ early big league base-

exploits 
easily 
sur­ 
passed those of ex-Dodger Mau­ 
ry Wills, one of the all-time 
leading base stealers, as well 
as Lou Brock, Luis Aparicio 
and Bert Campaneris, the top 
three active players. 
Wills, who set a major league 
record of 104 stolen bases dur­ 
ing the '1962 season, needed.

U.S. May Lose 


Dominance 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Tom 
McMillen, 
the 
University 
of 
Maryland basketball star who 
played in the 1972 Olympics, 
says he foresees the United 
States losing its international 
dominance in basketball during 
the 
next 
four 
years 
unless 
changes are made. 
“'There is no doubt that we 
are the best in basketball in the 
world,” McMillen. told the Sen- 
a t e 
Commerce 
Committee 
Tuesday. 
“ But 
we 
are 
not 
thought of as the best overseas. 
“We 
travel 
overseas 
and 
many call us the best team in 
the United States but often we 
are just a group of 18-and 20- 
year-olds playing a team of 
seasoned players.” 
“ In the Olympics, we were a 
team whose average age was 
20 years old and who had been 
playing together for only a few 
months,” 
he continued. 
“We 
played a much older Russian 
team who had played together 
for four years.” 
“ If we continue in this* way, I 
foresee in 1976 America’s domi­ 
na lion. in basketball will be 
lost,” said McMillen. 
He made his remarks on the 
opening day of hearings on leg­ 
islation proposing changes in 
the structure of amateur sports 
in the United States, particular­ 
ly the possible creation of a 
federal sports commission and 
a. national, sports development 
foundation.

AT THE SOUND OF THE BELL 
Bird lovers, rejoice. 
The politicians in Birmingham, Mich., 
have discovered a way to preserve the 
bird population. Because Birmingham 
birds were threatened by cats, Birming­ 
ham approved the drafting of an ordi­ 
nance requiring all cats in the com­ 
munity to wear at least one bell. 
The sound of the bell will presumably 
alert birds (otherwise hard of hearing) 
of the presence of a cat, thereby allow­ 
ing the bird to take evasive action. 
Suggestions have already been made 
by those outside Birmingham that per­ 
haps the citizens of Birmingham should 
place bells on their local politicians so 
one could be warned of an approaching 
politico. 
Cat lovers in particular may have a 
case against the Birmingham bird ordi­ 
nance.

the story of his kidnaping were 
false under intense questioning 
by his editors after other Free 
Press reporters had discovered 
discrepancies in his original ac­ 
count.’’ 
The Free Press said Kohn ad­ 
mitted he simply met with an 
informant, known to him as Sy- 
del Carter, and argued through­ 
out the night over what the re­ 
porter described as an alleged 
attempt, by Carter to blackmail 
him. 


Kohn reportedly said no un­ 
identified gunman was involved 
in the incident. He also admit­

As a. show, the 90-minute pro­ 
gram may have proved too low- 
key .and often confusing for the 
average viewer trying to sort 
out who won what in the seven 
basic categories for the Emmy 
awards. 
CBS swept the proceedings as 
far as network-produced shows 
were 
concerned. 
It 
won 
11 
Emmys, followed by NBC with 
three and ABC with two during 
the ceremonies attended by a 
black-tie audience here. 
However, the honor of the 
awards frequently seemed di­ 
minished by the academy’s pol­ 
icy of allowing more than one 
award in certain oategories. It 
gave CBS three Emmys in one 
K m m y-for-everyone 
atmos­

country music’s first all-midget 
band. 
After all, 
you’d think 
five 
young 
Japanese 
men 
would 
tackle just about anything be­ 
fore 
plunging 
headlong 
into 
blue grass music. 
Somehow, bluegrass and. Ori­ 
entals don’t jive. 
But gimmick it ain’t. And 
music it is. 
“Bluegrass and country mu­ 
sic is very enjoyable,” said The 
Lost City Cats’ bassist, Masa- 
hiko Ito. “It has a very hot 
rhythm.” 
“Bluegrass is rather new mu­ 
sic in Japan,” chimed in No- 
boru Morishige, the group fid­ 
dler. “I didn’t know about blue­ 
grass until I entered college.” 
“The people who use to plav 
American folk songs,” he said, 
“wanted 
to 
use 
other 
in­ 
struments like the banjo. So, it 
got popular in Japan. 
‘i t ’s very 
much 
easier to, 
play folk than to play blue­ 
grass, Also, 
they don’t have 
any bluegrass* music written in 
Japan — so we have to lewrn 
from records and tapes.” 
The Lost City Cats — all col­ 
lege added musicians who look 
every bit as hip as millions of 
young 
Americans 
— 
decided 
last April to come to the United 
States 
to 
learn 
more 
about 
bluegrass music. Because they 
don’t write their own material, 
a trip to the states was a natu­ 
ral thing in order to learn more 
bluegrass. 
One of the fastest ways to do 
that, they found out, was to in­ 
troduce 
themselves 
to 
blue­ 
grass festivals*, which get roll­ 
ing around this time of year. 
In 
North 
Carolina, 
earlier 
this month, they thrilled their 
audience by capturing second 
place in a bluegrass contest. 
And 
other dates 
are coming 
their way — in Culpeper, Va., 
Renfro Valley, Ky., and the leg­ 
endary festival of Bill Monroe's 
in Bean Bloosom Park in In­ 
diana. 
Speaking of the North Caro­ 
lina jaunt, Paul Soclberg, the 
group’s Nashville coordinator, 
said, “It was excellent. They 


were even invited to stay with 
farmers. 
“They ate lots and lots of 
chicken. The first thing they 
talked 
about when 
they 
got 
back was that they ate so much 
chicken they never want to tee 
it again.” 
The group’s’ other members 
are 
ban joist. 
Yutaka 
Inaida, 
lead vocalist and guitarist Hi-

player Yuji Izawa. It was these 
three who made the nucleus of 
The Lost City Cats when, as 
college students, they met and 
formed “The 'Bluegrass Trav­ 
ellers” so they could play for 
other students. 
A short time 'later — at a cof­ 
feehouse in Kobe, Japan, called 
The Lost City — the original 
trio met the other two musi­ 
cians. About seven months ago 
they released their first album 
in.

Dr. Alvarez Back At 500, Doing All Right 
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SAM BELL- 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP) 
Dr. Vicente Alvarez, the South 
American “celebrity in resi­ 
dence” at the Indianapolis Mo­ 
tor Speedway each May, is 
back again and doing all right. 
So is the camera that got him 
into a peck of trouble at the 
race track two years ago. 
Dr. Alvarez, then a leading 
surgeon in Buenos Aires, Ar­ 
gentina, was critically injured 
in 1971 when the pace car 
crashed Into an auxiliary photo 
stand just off the end of the pit 
road. More than a dozen others 
also were hurt. 
He spent two months in an 
Indianapolis hospital, where the 
best medical men available 
fought to save his life and 
mind. He still hasn't completely 
recovered from the massive 
head injuries he suffered. 
“I have no memory for 
names,” the 55-year-old physi­ 
cian says with a ready smile. 
“I know the faces, and I can 
tell whether they are friendly 
faces. I do not remember the 
things that happened in the 
years before the accident. But 
is not necessary to recall these 
things anymore.” 
Dr. Alvarez has had to give 
up his lucratice medical prac­ 
tice in Argentina. His specialty 
was urology and diseases of the 
stomach, 
and 
he 
counted 
among his patients some of the 
leading business and political 
leaders of his country. 
“That is all gone now,” he 
says, again with a twinkle in 
his eye. “I go to the hospitals 
in Buenos Aires two or three 
times a week and watch the 
surgeons at work. They are my 
friends. But what they do is 
strange to me.” 
Dr. Alvarez had been coming 
to Indianapolis each May since 
1965, taking leave of his medi­ 
cal work and bringing his as­ 
sortment of expensive cameras. 
He always was given media 
credentials and sent pictures 


and articles back to Argentine 
magazines, 
newspapers 
and 
broadcast stations. 
Thus he was in position on an 
auxiliary photo stand, pre­ 
paring to catch the start of the 
1971 race. Suddenly the Dodge 
pace car driven by Eldon 
Palmer, a local dealer, sped off 
the track on its final pace lap, 
missed its braking checkpoint 
on pit road and hurtled broad­ 
side into the stand. 
“I didn’t see it coming,’ Dr. 
Alvarez recalled. “I must have 
been aiming my camera at the 
race cars firing into the first 
turn to start their first lap. Nor 
do I remember anything about 
the accident. I have only hazy 
recollection of my last days in 
the hospital.” 
Dr. Alvarez says he holds no 
grudges against anyone. 
“Mr. Palmer made a mis­ 
take. He didn’t want to hurt me 
or anyone else. We have be­ 
come good friends since then. I 
bought .a car from him last 
year, and he had it shipped to 
me in Argentina, duty free. We 
correspond when I’m back in 
South America.” 
Alvarez says he made a 
“friendly” settlement with the 
Speedway, with Palmer and the 
Chrysler Corp. He won’t reveal 
figures, but he says he’s proud 
that no court suit was involved. 
“They took care of all my 
medical bills, providing me 


with the best doctors and hospi­ 
tal care that was available,” he 
says. "I don’t think I would be 
here today if they hadn’t.” 
Dr. Alvarez returned to the 
Speedway last year, admittedly 
“slightly off center in my mind. 
I was alive, but I couldn’t do 
anything but walk. I couldn’t 
pronounce names even after I 
was re-introduced to people I 
had known for years.” 
But, he added, ‘Then they 
played your national anthem 
and from that moment on I 
have started remembering...”
